The government’s intrusion into 
his own life; and that of his friends 
has prompted Donald Stephenson to 
seek a seat 6n the Placentia city 
council. 

Stephenson, who is both an expert 
sheetmetal worker and hair stylist, 
is owner with his wife Mary Lou of 
Mary Lou’s Beauty Salon in the 
Von’s Shopping Center at Rose 
Drive and Yorba Linda Boulevard. 

The candidate first became 
irritated with local events in the fire 
department and in the purchase of 
the five acres of property, north of 
the present Civic Center. 

‘‘The next thing that got me was 
the stupid $15 building permit to sell 
my own house’’! Stephenson 
exclaims. 

‘‘On all levels, we have so much 
government that we don’t know 
what to do with it. When they say 
that I have to buy a permit to sell my 
own house, I can look to the future 
and see that if seven of my 
neighbors got cheated when they 
bought a car, we're going to hire an 
engineer who’s an automotive man 
and he’s going to inspect our cars 
before we sell them. There’s no end 
to it! 

“It’s sad the amount of controls 
we have’’. 

Stephenson has also been 
irritated by problems he has in San 
Diego County where he is co-owner 
of agricultural property. Recently, 
in an effort to beat the problems of 
gas shortage and cost, he left a 
trailer standing on his own property, 


rather than take it back and forth to 
Placentia.

The office of Richard Silber, Los 
Angeles, Union attorney, who has 
been in charge of the suit for the 
firemen, said that there are definite 
plans to appeal the latest court 
decision to the California State 
Supreme Court for further contest.

In the second positive decision for 
Placentia handed down by the 
courts, the judgement reads: “‘A 
reasonable case can be made for the 
40-hour work week of five eight-hour 
days. The firm adherence to such a 
workweek based upon such reasons 
is not inevitably a demonstration of 
bad faith.” 

City Administrator Edwin T. 
Powell stated ‘‘We are all pleased 
that the courts have vindicated

Mrs. Farmer Would 
Be First Woman 


If Virginia Farmer is elected to the 
Placentia city council on April 13, 
she most probably will be the first 
fifth generation Californian to so 
serve and she would be the first 
women ever elected to the august 
board. 

Mrs. Mae Geeting, wife of a 
former Placentia Postmaster was 
appointed to the city council some 
years ago but did not seek 


reelection. 

What Mrs. Farmer would bring 
also to the council is four years 
experience as an urban planner for 
the cities of Norco and Corona and 
degrees from the University of 
California at Irvine in American

studies and economics, where she 
graduated cum laude. She also 
interned at Placentia City Hall, 
along with two other students, under 
City Administrator Edwin Powell. 

Mrs. Farmer has served on the 
Placentia Library District Board of 
Directors for eight years and was 
president of the group during the 
construction of its new facility. 

The library, under a joint powers 
agreement, merged with the city of 
Placentia to build the new Civic 
Center which now stands at the 
corner of Chapman Avenue and 
Kraemer Boulevard 

She has been’ involved in 
government from the other side of 
the mall. 

“If feel strongly on an issue, I get 
up and fight. We (the library board) 
don’t disagree to the point where we 
come to a battle. We are very 
conscious of the constituent’s dollar 
and the best service we can give for 
the money. 

‘‘We have been able to save the 
taxpayers a lot of money. We gave 
our old library building to the city 
and when we found out it was going 
to be used for Senior Citizens, we 
gave the furniture and paintings. 

‘We felt they (the seniors) would 
apreciate the beauty of the building 
more than other groups. We were 
afraid that it would be sold and 
become a Taco Bell. We felt the 
building had historical value and we 
wanted it used’’. 

Mrs. Farmer was born and raised 
in Culver City on property that her 
family had inherited from a land 
grant from the King of Spain. 

‘‘My parents were politically 
active in Culver City. I liked politics. 
I always had a fascination with it. 
My father was a super patriot. He 
stressed respect for democracy, 
respect for the flag. In order to 
have this country always free, it 
would mean that the little person 


must be active.

‘“‘T have had eight years on the 
library. The library district has had 
the right to pay themselves a salary. 
We have motions on the books 
where we have agreed not to take 
any remuneration except necessary 
expenses. It has been a unanimous 
vote everytime. It’s a philosophical 
thing with us. 

‘Il feel, however, that the city 
council very possibly deserves to 
havea higher salary. A great deal of 
time is demanded from them. This 
should be followed with a .strict 
control over expense accounts. 

‘I think that people right now are 
padding expense accounts because 
they are getting such low salaries 
($25 a month). I’m going in with my 
eyes open knowing it’s a$25 a month 
thing. I’m not entering into it 
feeling I want to have a salary 
raise’’. 

Mrs. Farmer has a master’s 
degree. She and her husband, 
Glenn are currently separated. 
However, he is acting as her 
campaign manager. They have a 
grown daughter. 

On the campaign issues, Mrs. 
Farmer speaks first for bicycle trails 
and for more recreational programs. 
“I think you will find more and more 
adults participating especially when 
they hold night classes. We need 


weekend recreation for working 
adults especially for young 
adults”’ 


On the utility tax: ‘‘I would like to 
see it Stay the way it was originally 
intended for capital improvements. 
I don’t want to see it continued. | 
don't want to see the city lowering 
its tax rate and keeping the utility 
tax. 

‘On my own bills, I paid more in 
utility tax than the amount that the 
property tax was lowered and 4 
couldn’t get an income tax deduction 
on the utility tax. I don’t know but 
what that isn’t a hidden tax and I’m 
not totally enchanted with it’’. 

Concerning the five acres, which 
is also to the north of the new Library 
building: ‘'The library didn’t raise 
their tax rates to cover their 
building. We passed no bonds. We 
did buy an acre and a half on Morse 
and Kraemer for $72,500 in 1969. In 
1973, we sold it for $146,000. 

“IT feel that the city acted 
responsibly and that the five acres 
can do nothing but increase in 
value. If it is not needed it can be 
sold. The sale was not a secret. It 
was a public hearing’’. 

On the use for the five acres: ‘‘It 
may be needed for parking. You 
have to look into the needs, how 
much money we have and what the 
community wants. It is there for 
future use’’. 

On commercial and industrial 
development: ‘‘We still need to 
attract commercial and industrial 
developments. Commercial _ if 
successful, brings in sales tax and 
liquor tax. We need a bowling alley. 
There's not one anywhere near us. 
The Titan Theater is going to close. 
We are not going to have a first run 
theater in our vicinity. 

‘*Why can't we have some kind of 
a dinner house or a_ specialty 
restaurant? Now you have some 

‘“Why can’t we have some kind of 
a dinner house or a_ specialty 
restaurant? Now you have to drive 
to Newport Beach for that. The tax 
returns would help us get through 
these critical periods that we’re 
facing financially. 

Chapman __ widening: “The 
decision on the widening of 
Chapman Avenue was made at the 
city council level after hearing 
evidence that the planning commis- 
sion had not heard. I’ve had people 
approach me on it and want it 
reversed. 

‘Surveying is now being done. To 
reverse that decision would be very 
costly, right or wrong. But people 
whose houses will be on the street 
are going to be in a bad position. 

**You would have to go through 
the public hearings again. I do not 
know whether the law would allow it. 

This could be a double jeopardy 
thing. I can’t say I would reverse it. 
But I would have thought about it 
somewhat. differently’’. 

City Hall salaries::‘‘It may be that 
salaries were set at a time when 
Autonetics and other aerospace 
industries were going full strength, 
the economy was up and everyone 


to be conducted by the state 
Eduéational Employment Relations 
board (EERB). 

Under SB 160, the exclusive 
representative must represent all 
employees in its bargaining unit (all 
employees, whether association 
members or not, with a ‘‘community 
of interest,’’ e.g., all teachers). 


Trustees of the Placentia Unified 
School District at Monday’s meeting 
gave first reading to a policy on the 
management team, setting up 
committees on budget, curriculum, 
personnel and salaries and other 
conditions of employment for 
management, supervisory and 
confidential personnel. 


Farmer 


was optimistc. We are now in a 
recessionary economy. People 
aren't getting the raises; they aren’t 
getting the promotions; the money 
just isn’t there for people to get. 
And I think the overall salaries at 
City Hall need to be reviewed so the 
council can be informed. And if 
they’re out of line for what the 
market. can command and _ the 
economy can afford, then it has to be 
realized. 

Fire Department problems: 

Firemen and police are practically 
pricing themselves out of the 
market. This council (Placentia), 
was having to fight a national 
organization (AFL-CIO) with treme- 
ndous amounts of money. If that 
union can win, it means it can 
literally break cities’ backs. If the 
union wins, they are going to have to 
find another way for fire 
protection...the federal govern- 
ment, maybe...I don’t know what. 

‘This city has fought overwhelm- 
ing odds because it’s been made an 

example. If it wins, the results are 
going to be an example for the whole 
country. It’s too bad we have had to 
pay for that but it is just one of those 
things that happen. It was a good 
idea (the 40 hour week for firemen); 
it should have worked. 

‘“We'’re working with a 19th 
century concept in the fire 
department and with a very strong 
and militant union financing, to see 
that it doesn’t change, with each one 
of those firemen holding two jobs. 
And they make more money than the 
average taxpayer and they're not 
about to give up their second full 
time job. 

“It’s been a tough fight for this 
city. 

On county fire service: ‘‘They are 
making money from our tax dollar. 
$220,000 this year but it’s not going 
to be $220,000 next year and that’s 
the whole point. The first year you 
make a good impression and then 
you start raising. The county is 
going to slack off on their services. 
Don’t think they aren't’’. 

The Bradford House: ‘‘The ballot 
issue is unfortunate in the way it’s 
worded. And for people who want to 
see that house saved, it’s unfair. It’s 
an issue that’s going to have to be 
grappled with in light of how that 
vote comes in and in light of the cost. 

“I’m not that sentimental about 
the Bradford House because | don’t 
think it’s that great a piece of 
architecture. It is the house of one of 
the founders of the community. It 
should be looked into and respected 
and if it’s possible, save it. 

Mrs. Farmer, who has lived in 
Placentia for 20 years, was baptized 
a Catholic but does not attend 
church currently. She learned to 
speak Spanish before English, she 


recalls.

‘The nearest storage yard was 70 
miles from our property. I would 
have had to pay towing storage and a 
$500 fine for the first offense. There 
was an alternative. If 1 would donate 
$250 to the County of San Diego for 
parks and recreation, pay $75 a year 
for a permit for my trailer and then 
turn in plans and submit drawings to 
build a house, and pay for that, I can 
leave my trailer set’’. 

‘Their excuse is, there's no 
residence. If 1 would build a home, 
then my taxes would go to $450 and I 
could live in a pig sty and they could 
care less. Everytime you turn 
somebody is grabbing some money.

On Placentia’s oil well tax: ‘‘I 
hate the oils because I think they’re 
the most powerful giants in the 
world, but I think that this city is 
gouging them on this yearly 
assessment’’. 

‘| hear another little rumor that 
really upsets me. I understand they 
are working on a city ordinance that 
if a business in this town doesn’t 
collect a sales tax, then they are 
going to impose a city tax on those 
businesses. There are some pretty 
angry people about it. That would 
take in barbers, beauty parlors, real 
estate. It would literally ruin us. 
This is another way of getting mor: 
income. 

“It's funny. You and I have an 
income and if we want to do 
something other than what our 
incomes will allow us, we have to 
borrow the money and pay it back 
with interest. But if the city wants to 
do something, they don’t live within 
their income. If they had to live 
within their means, we would have a 
beautifully run city. Powell (Edwin 
Powell, city administratior) would- 
n't be making so much money.”’ 

**When you've got engineers and 
all kinds of college graduates driving 
taxicabs, and mowing lawns and a 
surplus of teachers...1 would say 
that if that job (Powell's) was put on 
the market and bid for $20,000 or 
22,000 a year, I'll bet you could have 
many qualified people willing to take 
it. [believe in paying a man for what 
he is worth. I think there are people 
whose ability is as good as his, who 
would work for less’’. 

On city unions: “IT always 
question unions. I have belonged to 
a bunch of unions and | have never 
been happy with one. Unions have 
done a great deal for the working 
people but the union is one huge, big 
political lobby. I wonder anymore, is 
it doing good? 

‘I think public employees have no 
right belonging to a union. I would 
even extend that into the teacher 
association’’. 

On Chapman Avenue widening: 
“I would like to know what 
happened to the original plan for the 
widening of Chapman Avenue, why 
it wasn’t used and why it wasn’t 
Igcated. It was a straight through 
plan, taking it off on the other side of 
the street, working from the center. 

“It seems nobody can remember 
about it. I think the way they’re 
doing it is a farce. And if 1 had had 
any say so on it, Chapman Avenue 
would never have joined Orange- 
thorpe. I would like to know why we 
are widening and making a street to 
dump the entire city of Fullerton 
through the heart of our town, so 
they can get over on ‘Orangethorpe. 
Wouldn’t it have been better not to 
have gone straight through? 

“It almost has a fishy look. It isn’t 
the logical way to do it; the common 
sense way to doit. It’s the hard way 
of doing it.

Callahan Discusses Incident 


- To the Editor: 

It has been stated by Gloria Lopez, 
a lifelong resident and community 
minded person that Jim Park, a city 
employee, is actively campaigning 
against me, stating that I plan to fire 
city employees and in general shake 
up all levels of city government. 


As an elected City Councilman for 
the City of Placentia, my job is one of 
setting policy not one of hiring or 
firing personnel in the City. It is 
not my duty to run city offices and I 
have no intention of attempting to 
move into that area of city 
government. I have spent nearly 
four years deeply involved in the 
problems of setting policies in the 
City of Placentia. The City 
Administrator then operates the city 
offices within the peramitors and 
policies set down by the City 
Council. Obviously, if city employ- 
ees are not doing their job, the City 
Administrator is responsible to the 
City Council which may censure or 
discharge him. If the question is, am 


I concerned with how each member 
of the city family carries out his 
duties, the answer is an unquestion- 
ed...yes. I am concerned that the 
city taxpayers get the best possible 
return for their tax dollar and that 
means establishing good policy and 
seeing to it that the highest level of 
proficiency is met at all levels of the 
city operation. 

The city employee who is 
campaigning against me has been 
reprimanded by the City Adminis- 
trator and I trust that he is back on 
duty earning his salary, or the City 
Administrator will take further 
action. Other city employees who 
are doing their jobs in an efficient 
manner and as prescribed by the city 
policy have no fears that I as a City 
Councilman will suddenly decide to 
move down to managment level and 
attempt to do the City Administra- 
tor’s job. That is not my prerogative 
or my intention as your elected 
representative.

The Great American 
Game it’s called..and Yorba 
Linda Little Leaguers strive 
to play it at its best under 
the auspices of the largest 
baseball program in the 
world. From obscure begin- 
nings to the modern local 
organization that meets the 
needs of over 800 boys, the 
Yorba Linda Little League 
has served the sports- 
minded youth of the 
community for over ten 
years. 

The local Little League 
was born out of the orange 
and avocado groves in 1964 
when a handful of parents 
saw the need for organized 
baseball. It was chartered 
as the East Orange County 
Little League which ser- 
viced both Placentia and 
Yorba Linda. The Yorba 
Linda School District leased 
some of their land on Valley 
View to the league and 
come spring of 1965, 280 
boys were assigned to 
teams in the Major and 
Minor program of the Little 
League. They played on two 
fields that were made ready 
by the sweat and toil of 
volunteer parents. 

Then, in 1967, the league 
expanded its program to 
include eight year olds. 
The instructional league, or 
clinic, was formed. Popula- 
tion explosion in the 
once-rural community 
caused a name change to 
Yorba Linda Little League 
in 1970. Boundaries were 
drawn and those living in 
Yorba Linda and parts of 
Anaheim were able to play 
in the local league. In 1971, 
the Senior League and Big 
League came to Yorba 
Linda, completing the 
vision to service youngsters 
from eight to 18. 

Today Yorba Linda Little 
League has over 1,000 
young people playing on 3 
Big League teams, 16

Senior League teams, 12 
Major League teams, 12 
Minor ‘‘A’’ and 12 Minor 
“*B’’ teams and 19 Clinic 
teams--a far cry from the 
280 youngsters in 1964. 

Now Yorba Linda Little 
Leaguers are playing on five 
little league fields and one 
lighted Senior League field. 
The league has completed 
the cycle from a scratch in 
the dust ten years ago to a 
complete modern facility in 
1975. 

In 1969 and in 1975, the 
local Little League All-Star 
team won the District 56 
pennants by beating teams 
from Fullerton, Brea, East 
Whittier, La Habra, Nor- 
walk and Placentia. The 
Yorba Linda Senior All-Star 
team did it in 1973. 

But winning games is not 
all Little League is about. 
The Little League pledge 
reads ‘‘I will trust in God..1 
love my country and will 
respect its laws. I will play 
fair, and strive to win...but 
win or lose, I will always do 
my best.”’ 

According to national 
codes, the objectives and 
purposes of the Little 
League program are to: 

--Promote, develop, su- 
pervise and_ voluntarily 
assist in all lawful ways the 
interest of young people 
who participate in Little 
League Baseball. 

--Help and voluntarily 
assist young people in 
developing qualities of 
citizenship and sportsman- 
ship. 

--Use the disciplines of 
the native American game 
of baseball, to teach spirit 
and competitive will to win, 
physical fitness through 
individual sacrifice, the 
values of teamplay and 
wholesome well being 
through healthful and social 
association with other 
youngsters under proper 
leadership.
